The  local  birth  rate  recorded  for  1950  is  ouite  the  louost  for  a- 
nunbor  of  years  novj,  and.  is  narkedly  bolor  the  rate  f.'ivcn  for  1949. 
Reference  to  the  Registrar  General’s  conparative  figures  for  England 
and  Wales  shous  that  a peak  year  uas  reached  in  1947  but  those  have 
tailed  off  annually  since  that  date,  reaching  in  1950  a firpire  of 
15. S.  From  this  it  -vill  readily  be  soon  that  the  dirinishing  birth 
rate  is  both  a national  as  tjoII  as  a local  problen. 

The  big  far.ily  of  even  50  years  ago.  conbinod  v;ith  the  staggering 
infantile  nortaJLity  rate,  are  nou  things  of  the  past,  and  one  is  indeed 
tenpted  to  vender  if  there  has  not  been  a corsploto  suing  over  in  the 
other  direction.  Faxiily  units  of  none,  one  and  tvjc  children  arc  the

rule  nowadays,  and  tills  tGndonc5",  if  persisted  in,  nay  eventually  yive 
rise  to  a static,  or  oven  declining,  unbalanced  population.  Modern 
nedical  science  has  made  sonc  most  renarkablc  strides  during  the  last 
two  decades,  and  niuch  field  i;ork  has  beon  done  in  the  specialities  of 
paediatrics  and  geriatrics.  As  a result  of  this  work,  the  infantile 
nortality  rate  has  fallen  fron  154  por  1,000  births  in  190Q,  to  33  in 
1950,  truly  a phenonenal  fall,  and  at  the  other  end  of  the  scale, 
whilst  in  1900  only  47  per  1,000  of  the  population  lived  to  be  65  years 
or  over,  now  about  110  per  1,000  live  for  this  lon'^or  noriod,  heaths 
in  infants  under  one  north  of  are,  that  is,  during  the  noo«natal  period, 
are  duo  by  and  large  to  dcvelopnental  causes,  birth  -injuries,  etc.,  but 
deaths  occurring  between  one  nonth  and  one  year  are  due  to  bowel  and 
respiratory  infections,  and  as  such,  are  preventable.  These  conditions 
are  prinarily  associated  with  onvironnontal  hygiene,  and  ciur  efforts  to 
reduce  this  death  rate  still  further  nust  be  directed  to\;ardG  inproving 
general  social  conditions,  including  those  relating  to  the  production, 
processing  and  retailing  of  nilk,  the  clinination  of  spots  vdiore  flies 
can  breed,  as  vjoll  as  the  provision  of  nore  and  better  houses.  Attention 
to  such  details  will  undoubtedly  bring  its  own  reward,  so  enablin';'  us  to 
cut  down  still  further  the  infant  death  rate.

CK'jinr  to  certain  nodifications  Vi/hich  have  been  introduced  in  the 
Registrar  General’ vS  death  rates  for  1950,  it  uould  bo  rather  difficult 
to  give  truly  conparative  figures  for  previous  years  as  has  been  done 
in  former  reports,  but  it  can  be  said  that  the  corrected  death  rate 
of  14.2  is  soneuhat  in  excess  of  the  figure  given  for  England  and 
Uales,  Deaths  from  the  cor.imoner  infectious  diseases,  such  as  measles, 
and  vjhooping  cough,  scarlet  f^ver,  and  diphtheria  are  conspicuously 
absent , but  those  from  tuberculosis , both  pulmonary  and  non-pulmonary, 
are  practically  identical  uith  the  1949  rates,  . Tho  new  classification 
in  tho  case  of  cancer  also  differs  soneuhat  from  previous  years  and 
here  again,  in  tho  aggregate,  it  can  be  said  that  there  is  a slight 
increase  in  the  cancer  incidence  for  1950.  It  is  a melancholy  fact 
for  me  to  have  to  put  on  record  that  there  have  boon,  during  tho  year, 
throe  deaths  coning  under  tho  heading  of  Maternal  Causes , one  from 
abortion,  a second  arising  out  of  pregnancy,  and  a third,  during  the 
puerperium.  As  will  bo  seen  from  tho  comparative  figures  given, 
this  death  rate  is  considerably  higher  than  the  comparable  firure  for 
England  and  "uales , but  were,  in  fact,  unavoidable,  and  as  a resuJ-t 
of  these  three  deaths,  our  maternal  causes  death  rate  is  five  times 
higher  than  that  for  the  rest  of  tho  country.  In  contrast,  tho  number 
of  deaths  resulting  from  suicide  has  shown  a marked  decline.

I an  vary  nloasod  to  bo  ablo  to  yut  on  rocord  that  thoro  has  not  boon 
one  single  confirned  case  of  Diphtheria  in  Gastloford  since  Au/'^ust,  1949s 
and  this  conTplete  absence  of  tho  disease  locally  is  all  the  noro  renarkablo 
’rhen  vje  rononber  that  durinr;  tho  period  Jainiior;r  to  July,  1949s  there  v;ore 
no  feror  than  six  diphtheria  notifications.  To  bo  able  to  cut  the  notif- 
ication rate  fron  94  to  nothing  in  10  years  is  no  rioan  achievenont  but 
during  those  10  years,  nonories  have  bocono  blunted,  or  in  the  case  of  the 
generation  v;hich  'has  naturod  during  tJiat  period,  have  not  !aiov;n  the  a’-jf!!! 
tragedies  and  nj-serics  caused  in  the  past  by  this  disease , Even  non  thoro 

arc  signs  that  the  general  public  are  tendin'"  to  niininisc-  tho  danrers  and 
ill-effects  of  Diphtheria,  in  tho  face  ■ of  v;hat  is  to  then  a nuch  noro  real 
danger,  nanely  that  of  Polioreyolitis,  One  rust  aryce  that  polioiayolitis 
is  not  a disease  to  be,  taJeen  lightly,  but  if  \:o  are  to  alloo;  a population 
to  grou  up  unprotected,  by  innunisation,  it  requires  no  aroat  stretch  of 
inagination  to  foresee  that  Diphtheria  ’.vill  undoubtedly  boconc  once  again 
tho  verjr  tangible  nonace  it  uas  but  a docado  ag’o,  and  it  nay  roll  bo 
incuribont  upon  us  to  re-open  our  Diphtheria  pyrds  nor  happily  oryty,  to 
provide  for  tho  needs  of  tlioSo  sufforin-’  fro;'  Diphtheria,  Diphtheria 
is  a.  disease  rhich  not  infrequently  causes  paralysis  and  oven  death,  or 
at  tho  YGvy  least,  a separation  of  the  young  patient  fron  his  or  her  parents 
for  at  least  5 or  6 rooks.  The-  fact  that  trau:’^  such  as  is  caused  by  any 
for":  of  injoction  nay  procipi-tato  an  attack  of  polionyclitis  in  one 
incubatin-"*  the  disosso  appears  to  bo  indeed  a ronoto  possibility  but  this 
should  not  blind  us  to  the  need  for  carryin'-  on  rith  as  nuch  enthusiasr:  as 
in  ^.'ears  '-•one  by,  our  nlsslon  to  sec  that  all  3'cung  childron  arc  protected 
against  Diphtheria,  It  is  a fact  that  over  140,000  loss  children  rero 
ir.nunised  in  England  c:nd  gjales  during  1950  conparccl  rith  1949  j and  if  ■■;c 
are  to  keep  Diphtheria  at  bay,  it  is  essential  that  tho  level 'of 'inmunis- 
ation  should  not  fall.  In  Gastloford  there  vicre  202  feror  innunisations 
done  in  1950  as  conpared  rith  1949,  and  this  fall  off  is  probably  duo.to 
ono  or  noro  of  tliroe  factors  - (1)  tho  falling  birth  rato  (2)  tho' 
Polionyolitis  scare,  and  (3)  sono  apathy,  on  the, part  of  the  gonoral  public 
towards  accopting  irviunisation.  If  the  imunisation  rate'  sho-'-’la  start 
to  fall  it  rill  bo  an  anti-clinax  indood  to  al].  tho  spado  rork  which  this 
Authority  did  in  th-.  early  years  of  this  docado.

Both  tho  Maternity  and  Child  v'elfare  and  the  School  Ifedical  Services  have  had 
quite  a successful  jovcc.  The  daily  routine  entailed  by  the  Metornit5?-  and  Child 
Welfare  Service  has  been  cai'rio;’  on  v.'ithout  a break  quietly  and  unobtrusively, 
and  the  one  spectacular  event  of  the  year  in  this  direct:! on  has  been  the  inau"- 
uration  of  a Combined  Breast  Eoedinq  and  Ultra  Violet  Linht  Clinic,  This  type 
of  Clinic  is,  in  many  nays,  novel  ruL  character  and  has  'Tuch  to  cou:nond  it.  The 
principles  o:f  breast  foedin^'  are  tau'ht  to  those  mothers  -.'ho  shoT.  an  earnest 
doslre  to  breast  feed  their  infants,  and  the  sunli'‘ht  adniirlsbored  at  tho  sa'ie 
-tine  is  provided  to  tone  up  the  -••enoral  system  either  bo.forc  or  aftor  the  baby 
.is  born.  In  this  connection,  a special  report  has  bean  co- -piled  of  the  ■i:oTk 
carried  on  at  this  clinic  in  ra-fner  more  detail,  and  includes  t!ie  nujuers  o.f 
uo’non  vine  have  attendod  t;io  clinic  d-iir.inn  tho  year.

The  proprcss5.vG  decline  in  breast  fcodinp  which  has  taken  place  durin.p  the 
past  two  decades  has  hoen  all  too  noticeabla  to  anyone  interested  in  this  vital 
subject  and  the  snblirie  confidonco  that  has  been  annonderod  in  the  nindvS  of  the 
Mothers  as  royards  the  Merits  of  this  or  that  brand  of  dried  food,  has  beconc 
all  too  v;ell“kno\:n.  Thero  can  ho  no  doi.ibt  that  one  of  tho  Main  factors  contrib- 
utin' to  such  an  attitudo  of  'ind  is  the  oasincss  with  '.'.hich  proprietary  brands 
of  dried  "lilk  can  be  prepared  in  tho  hor.c,  and  indeed  ^ it  is  felt  in  sono 
quarters  that  this  is  an  easy  ‘.-'ay  oub  froM.  tho  restrictions  which  Motherhood 
norually  iirioses  idneroby  a coiisidorablo  dc>  too  of  liborty  can  bo  obtained  by 
the  .Mother. 

■ ConGidored -paediatric  opinion  is  ov'iriJilM.in.qly  of  the  opinion  that,  whore 
possible,  all  cl'lldren  should  bo  breast  fed  ’irovided  tho  Uiothor’s  constitution 
can  stand  the  strain,  but  here,  fashions  for,  or  aiainst  breast  feodinp  are 
just  as  noticeable  as  in  many  otjier  ualk.s  of  life.  The  ability  of  a particular 
Mother  to  secrete  a -sufficiency  of  M.ilk  successf-all-',  dopends  on  two  factors, the  one 
physiolo' leal,  tho  other  psycliolorical,  and  of  these  t’»o  factors,  the  psycho^o'-'ical 
one  is  of  considerably  :-:rGater  iuportanco.  No  Matter  how  hard  we  nay  try  to  put 
the  noth'-Tfs  breasts  into  the  best  physiolo'-’ical  state  to  sustain  tho  breast 
focdiii'  of  her  infant,  if  tho  inclination  does  not  exist,  or  if  the  confidence 
of  tho  nether  in  lior  a'- ility  to  do  so  bee omos  .under ’-’.inod , t]ien  the  physiolo-' ical 
factor  ca..i  spoil  only  failtire.  In  none  of  the  bod^'-  functions  can  the  control 
of  the"  M.ind  over  the  bod}?-  be  i'TiOrod  -and  certainly  on  "bho  subcct  in  cuestion,  it 
can  be,  . and,  frcouontly  i-s  an  ovor-rid  .ny  factor  to  bo  contended  ’-.-ith.  The  fact 
that  breast  fed  children  arc  on  tho  whole  sturdier  and  less  liable  to  infection 
than  th-eir  dried  -.nilk  fed  countorpart.s  has  been  conrion  knowlGdf-'Q..for  a lony 
tine  now,  and  Dr.  I-Taish,  in  a recent  publication,  has  ouphasised  this  'point  by 
statin'  Guphatically  that  tho  siclwicss  ra'bc  in  artificially  fed  infants  is  five 
ti'M.cs  M.oro  co:-iM.on  tlia.u  in  breast  fed  ones. 

In  an  indust'rial  area  li]:o  the  one  in  oues'bion,  social  and  environnental 
conditions  often  denand  that  breast  feodin  sho-uld  bo  discontinued  by  the  end 
of  the  third  week  and  indeed  so-neti';ies  r.rucji  earlier,  but  in  spito  of  this,  I 
do  feel  that  a lar'-’er  nunber  of  '.onen  could  be  persuaded  to  nakc  an  effort  to 
fulfil  their  natwiral  functional  obli  ations  'w'ithouw  inposin'  too  reat  a strain 
on  their  'physical  rcsowirces  and  so  breast  feed  thc'ir  infants  for  a considerably 
Ion  •e-.-’  period  of  tine  then  is  at  -present  the  case.  In  a prelini.-.'.ary  effort  to 
tackle  'bhis  problor,,  a sunli- ht  plant  was  installed  in  Castloford  in  A'pril,  1945 
and  it  was  felt  that  expectajit  and  breast . foodin--  notJiors  wd  ht  reasonably 
benefit  by  a course  of  sucli  troa'bnent  and  indeed  the  practical  rcsu3.ts  obtained, 
taken  in  conjunction  v.:.ith  the  overwhol'"'i.n  enthusiasv^.  dis'olay-ed  by  the  /lothors- 
justified  our  nest  optinistic  ezcpectations . 

In  view  of  the  'oopularity  attained  by  -this  clinic  it  -was  felt  reasonable  to 
assuno  that  a nore  cooprehonsivo  clinic  '..here.-  tho  principles  of  breast  feodinw 
could  bo  tau.'-kt  and.  tho  riothors  shov.-n  the  best  ^^.othods  of  -'luttin'-'  their  breasts 
i-nto  the  best  M.hys:i.olo'"ical  condition  -possible  for  breast  fcGclin",  if  run  in 
conjunction*  with  a sunli  ,ht clinic,  could  achieve  a.s  '-reat  as,  if  not  'Teator 
deryee  of  popularity  than  thu  -sunli  ’ht  clinic  alone. 

Such  a cJ.inic  was  opened  on  the  1st  October,  1949?  but  it  w'as  roalisod  at  the 
very  oubse-b  that  tho  full  co-operation  of  the  doctors  v.^as  a very  neces  a'ry  factor 
indeed  if  it  v-was  to  be  a success,  and  it  \;as  ‘i’ealisod  fu-rtherM.ore  that  the  choice 
of  suitable  tyos  of  nurse  to  be  in  char  'o  o.f5  and  run  this  clinic,  worxld  roouiro 
-bho  nost  careful  consideratiori.  iJ-1  tho  doc-bors  v.^ore  tho'rcforo  circulated  with 
details  about  this  clinic  and  woro  inv.itod  to  send  suitable  t,7pos  of  patients  to 
it.  Ctt*i'-inally  a health  visitor  and  a nidw'ifo  woro  chosen  to  be  in  char-  c,  but 
subso'-uont  oxoorienco  s]-i.o-,:ed  that  the  service  could  bo  west  successfully  run  by 
tho  -'-n.d-i.M.vG'S  thonselvos  and  tl/is  a-'.Tan'-'’or.cnt  has  been  in  qooration  for  ouwto  a 
ti'  a now.

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The  following  tables  shovj  the  attendance  at  this  clinic  during  the  period 
October,  1949  to  September,  1950  inclusive  and  these  arc  di./idod  into  two 
main  groups,  namely  those  who  attended  the  clinic  as  expectant  mothers  and 
those  others  ivho  attended  as  breast  feeding  mothers » These  two  groups  are 
further  sub~dividod  into  two  sub-groups,  one  for  prinipara  and  the  other  for 
multipara.  To  put  our  findings  into  a truer  perspective  it  was  early  realised 
that  a survey  vJould  have  to  bo  made  of  an  unscloctod  group  to  assess  the  normal 
extent  of  breast  feeding  in  this  Division,  and  this  survey  revealed  the  fact 
that  only  of  primipara  and  21%  of  multipara  breast  fed  their  infants  after 
the  third  month.

TJhilst  it  would  be  impossible  at  such  an  early  stage  to  state  any  very 
definite  conclusions  as  to  the  success  of  this  venture  or  othcrv.'isc,  it  right 
not  bo  out  of  place  to  give  one's  impressions  of  the  first  year's  working. 

It  was  found  that  whilst  sunlight  alone  improved  the  fooling  of  Vvoll -being  of 
the  patient,  the  further  treatment  of  massage  and  manipulations  of  the  breast 
stimulated  a ruich  greater  flow  of  breast  milk  and  those  two  factors  combined, 
with  the  addition  of  a suitable  lactagogue  were  often  most  successful,  whilst 
it  is  felt  that  results  up  to  date  have-  boen  most  encouraging,  it  is  hoped  that 
as  our  efforts  become  more  fullj'’  known  in  the  Division,  so  will  oiir  success 
become  more  tangible.  As  a vory  necessary  adjunct,  it  was  early  recognised 
that  complete  co-operation  should  exist  between  the  r.ldwifo  and  the  health 
visitor  so  that  when  the  midwife  ceases  attendance  on  a case,  the  health 
visitor  should  iru.odiatoly  follow  on  her  tracks,  possessing  a full  knov;lodgo

of  all  the  facts  concerning;  tho  particular  pationt,  Jn  this  Viiay,  tho 
continuity  of  supervision  both  for  tho  mother  and  baby  bocomos  much  more 
smooth  and  uninterrupted.  The  clijnic  has,  in  the  first  instance,  dealt 
uith  a snail  number  of  mothers , but  the  interest  uhich  has  been  stimulated 
amongst  the  health  visitors  and  miduives  of  this  division  as  a result  of 
the  clinic  has  given  the  nursin"'  personnel  an  added  ir.potus  and  interest 
by  increasing;  their  endeavour  to  persuade  mothers  in  this  division  not 
attending  the  clinic  to  undertake  an  even  longer  period  of  breast  feeding 
whore  such  is  reasonably  possible,,  In  this  way  it  is  felt  that  the 
venture  can  have  both  direct  and  indirect  effects,  direct  in  the  sense  that 
a clinic  is  now  in  being  where  the  principles  of  breast  feeding  etc,  can 
be  taught,  and  indirect  in  the  sense  that  a greater  interest  is  taiccn  by 
the-  -health  visitor  and  midvjife  of  this  division  in  regard  to  tho  general 
breast  feeding  of  the  infants.  It  was  unfortunate  that  this  clinic  had 
ta  be  carried  on  in  promises  not  too  suitable  for  tho  purpose,  but  by 
means  of  improvisation  wo  have  boon  able  to  ensure  continuity  of  tho  work 
reasonably  satisfactorily.  Alternative  accomm.odation  should  bo  available 
in  1951  at  the  Divisional  Health  Office,  v:horo  this  work  can  bo  carried  out 
without  tho  hindirances  now  existing,  and  under  more  congenial  conditions.

REPORT  ON  A MOBILE  UNIT  IMIUNISATION  CAriPAIGN  HELD  IN 
DIVISION  11  DURING  1950.  


The  plan  of  operations  of  our  Mobile  Unit  lonunisation  Canpaif;n  uas 
essentially  based  on  the  pattern  already  set  by  our  very  successful  canpaign 
of  the  previous  year,  and  it  is  interesting  to  note  that  the  problems 
encountered  in  1950  uere  of  a somewhat  different  nature  compared  to  those 
of  1949.  Of  the  two  main  factors  which  militated  against  our  achieving 
the  same  high  standard  of  success,  one  became  obvious  early  on  when  the 
preliminary  spade  worl:  was  being  done,  whilst  the  other  arose  as  .a 
contingency  to  be  borne  in  mind  which  had  been  foreseen  when  the  campaign 
was  being  planned.  As  a result  of  the  remarkable,  clean  up  which  had  been 
effected  amongst  the  un-imnuniscd  children  in  this  Division  in  1949,  it  was 
very  quiclily  realised  that  we  should  not  bo  workin-  with  the  same  high 
initial  fi-'gures  in  1950  and  our  lists  would  be  comprised  essentially  of  the 
problem  type  of  children  who  had  had  to  be  passed  the  previous  year,  and 
those  children  who  were  unavailable  the  previous  year  and  x^hose  parents, 
whilst  willing  to  have  their  children  immunised,  were  unable  to  bring  them 
along  to  the  static  immunisations  clinics. 

The  success  of  our  1949  campaign  hod  so  encouraged  my  Health  Visiting 
staff  that  in  the  course  of  their  routine  visiting  they  m.ade  special  and 
persistent  efforts  to  gain  the  co-operation  of  the. parents  \vho  coigprised 
the  hard  core  of  persistent  refusals,  and  my  nursing  staff  felt  that  son.e 
little  headway  had  been  made  in  this  direction. 

In  my  report  of  1949,  I stated  that  it  was  essential,  if  success  was  to 
be  attained,  to  hold  this  tij^pe  of  canpaign  during  the  summer  months  of  the 
yoar,  and  whilst  this  statement  still  holds  good,  it  will  have  to  be  tempered 
by  the  evidence  available  frori  a totally  une:q3octod  source  which,  as  a result 
of  the  press  publicity  .^’iven  to  it,  makes  it  needful  from  the  point  of  view 
of  the  general  public  to  tread  warily.  Here  I refer  to  the  statisticaJ. 
evidence  which  is  accumulating  to  the  effect  that  in  a person  incubating 
poliomyelitis 5 trauma  such  as  that  sustained  in  immunisation,  especially 
by  the  use  of  AoF.T. , could  well  predispose  to  paralysis  in  the  affected 
limb,  and  this  fact  dictated  the  use  of  T,AoF,  as  an  immunising  substance 
as  against  A,P.T.  even  though  the  latter  may  give  a higher  schick  conversion 
rate  and  requires  only  two  injections  instead  of  throe.  Among-st  the 
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refusals  shown  in  the  tabulated  statistical  data  given  subsequently,  it 
would,  I thin]^,  be  true  to  say  that  those  v;ere  in  some  neasure  influenced 
by  the  press  publicity  on  the  subject,  and  that  poliomyelitis  was  raging 
in  other  parts  of  the  country. 

As  in  the  previous  year,  a considerable  amount  of  spade  work  was  done 
"by  ny  Health  Visiting  and  clerical  staff,  giving  a clear  indication  well 
before  the  canpaign  was  launched,  how  many  children  were  for  immunisation, 
and  this  knowledge  enabled  the  campaign  to  bo  planned  in  greater  detail. 

A few  days  before  the  unit  was  scheduled  to  go  round  the  district  selected, 
a Loud  Speaker  unit  covered  the  area,  notifying  the  parents  that  the 
ini-Tunisation  van  would  cover  that  area  on  such  and  such  a date,  giving  the 
approximate  time  of  the  visit.  As  previous  experience  dictated,  the  staffing 
of  the  unit  corprised  a doctor,  a nurse  assisting  the  doctor,  another  acting 
as  clerk  whilst  two  nurses  notified  the  parents  of  the  presence  of  the  van. 

In  all,  a total  of  460  immunisations  vjere  carried  out,  covering  a period 
of  12  sessions,  though  if  A.P.T.  had  boon  used,  the' num.bor  of  injections  would 
have  been  reduced  to  308  and  the  sessions  to  8.  Each  session  thus  gave  an 
average  of  38  injections  and  a distance  of  approximately  11  miles  per  session 
was  covered  by  the  van.  Owing  to  the  appearance  of  poliomyelitis  in  this 
neighbouj?hood  in  August,  I deemed  i.t  advisable  to  yield  to  popular  opinion,  and 
stop  further  imnun.isation  sessions  both  as  regards  the  mobile  unit  and  the 
ste.tic  immunisation  clinic.  As  a consequence  of  this  action,  76  children 
from  the  Normanton  area,  plus  a further  28  w>ho  were  not  available  on  the  first 
tour  of  the  van,  had  to  bo  left  over  until  the  following  season.  In  spite  of 
the  smaller  number  of  children  to  be  immunised  per  stop  of  the  van  compared 
with  the  previous  year,  and  the  generally  accepted  fact  that  a static 
immunisation  clinic  has  seldom  as  many  as  20  per  session,  I feel  that  the 
results  obtained  in  1950  wore  such  as  to  continue  to  convince  one  of  the 
value  of  this  type  of  auxiliary  unit. 

By  means  of  the  mobile  unit  immunisation  van  one  can  got  well  off  the 
beaten  track  and  successful  contact  can  be  established  with  children  Vi/ho 
would  probably  not  otherwise  be  immunised,  at  least  not  until  they  commenced 
attendance  at  school,  I am  becoming  more  and  more  convinced  that  as 
diphtheria  as  a disease  continues  to  decline,  and  a generation  grows  up  which 
cannot  be  expected  to  remember  the  awful  ravages  of  diphtheria,  both  as 
regards  the  incidence  of  the  disease  and  the  v/anton  loss  of  human  life 
accruing  from  it,  that  mobile  units  of  this  nature  supported  by  the 
propaganda  value  of  the  previous  visit  of  the  Loud  Speaker  unit,  will  prove 
a very  virile  adjunct  of  the  generally  accepted  static  immunisation  clinics. 
Furthermore,  it  is  generally  agreed  that  static  imiaunisation  clinics  are  no\7 
catering  for  the  maximum  volume  of  immunisations  that  can  possibly  bo 
undertalcen  by  this  typo  of  clinic  and  if  our  present  rate  of  immunisations  is 
to  bo  increased,  the  mobile  unit  provides  a ready  solution  to  the  problem. 

The  now  problem  occasioned  by  the  alleged  relationship  between  trauma  and 
poliomyelitis  has  even  noiiJ  become  a very  real  one,  and  whilst  it  may  have  some 
effect  on  our  iniiTunisation  acceptance  rate,  it  will  undoubtedly  have  an 
important  bearing  on  our  immunisation  campaigns  of  the  future  during  periods 
of  poliomyelitis.  Some  most  valuable  months  of  the  year  will  bo  lost  to  us 
and  this  will  probably  mean  that  much  of  our  present  work,  now  carried  out  over 
a period  of  12  months,  will  have  to  bo  compressed  into  a much  shorter  period 
of  8 or  9 months.  Finally,  I should  like  to  stress  the  fact  once  agal.n  that 
if  the  mobile  unit  immunisation  van  is  to  bo  a complete  success,  the  purchase 
of  an  autoclave  is  a virtual  necessity  since  it  will  be  impossible  for  me  to 
roly  indefinitely  on  helpful  assistance  afforded  mo  by  the  local  hospitals  as 
regards  the  sterilisation  of  the  needles,  dressings,  etc.

Tho  children  sie-  divided  into  three  classes  accordin.'s  to  their 
mental  •'jading,  and  a supervisor  and  three  unqualified  assistants  are  in 
charge  of  then.  The  lessons  taupht  are  in  keeping  T,ivith  the  nentality  of 
the  group j that  is,  simple  sense  training,  speech  exercises  and  physical 
exercises  (uith  and  without  music)  for  Class  I,  vdth  a rather  more  difficult 
routine  for  Class  II,  and  a still  harder  pro^’ramme  for  top  grade  defectives. 

If  a child  is  found  to  make  progress  in  one  particular  group,  he  or  she  is 
moved  to  the. next  higher  group.  As  tvjo-thirds  of  the  total  children  are 
mongols,  dancing,  singing  and  percussion  bands  prove  to  be  the  most  suitable 
and  popular  types  of  exercises  to  their  requirements.  All  children  who 
attend  regularly  appear  to  derive  benefit  from  training  in  general  tidiness, 
personal  cleanliness,  obedience  and  good  manners. 

All  TSho  visit  the  Centre,  be  they  guests  from  other  Centres,  or  those 
who  are  in  daily  contact  vjith  the  children,  are  impressed  by  the  general  air 
of  interest  and  vjell  being  of  the  pupils.  It  is  common  knowledge  that, 
deprived  of  the  benefits  of  any  form  of  education,  such  children  rapidly 
lose  all  contact  with  their  surroundings  and  the  human  beings  populating  them, 
and  they  become  more  dull  and  apathetic  than  norm*ally  should  be  the  case. 

They  simply  degenerate  lower  .and  lower  and  even  the  kindly  ministrations  of 
their  parents  have  little  or  no  effect  on  them  whatsoever.  Placed  in  an 
Occupation  Centre,  those  children,  properly  handled,  quite  quickly  become 
amenable  to  discipline  and  co-operative,  showing  a lively  interest  in  their 
surroundings,  and  it  is  a joy  to  watch  them  nal^:o  sociaJ.  contacts  \’jith  mental 
equals,  which  not  infrequently  ripen  into  friendships,  irrespective  of  their 
physical  ago  or  characteristics.  It  has  not  infrequently  been  said  that 
money  spent  in  educating  these  children  is  money  wasted,  but  I would  advise 
such  people  to  visit  such  a Centre  and  take  an  interest  in  those  poor 
unfortunates,  when  it  will  soon  bo  realised  that  quite  a lot  can  be  done 
to  rehabilitate  them.  By  no  stretch  of  imagination  can  they  ever  bo  brought 
to  any  accepted  standard  of  normality,  but  at  least  their  miserable  lot  can 
bo  ameliorated  and  made  more  bearable. 

Although  the  need  has  not  so  far  been  pressing,  the  fact  will  .have 
to  bo  faced  in  the  near  future  that  suitable  provision  will  require  to  be 
made  for  those  in  the  Centro  whoso  need  for  expression  demands  more 
vigorous  outlets  than  are  possible  at  the  Local  Centro,  and.  for  such, 
especially  in  the  case  of  boys,  a Centro  vdioro  woodwork,  basket  making, 
cobbling,  and  even  tailoring  arc  taught  would  be  more  in  keeping  with  their 
increasingly  advancing  needs, 

CONCLUSION, 


In  conclusion,  I would  like  to  express  my  sincere  thanJ.es  to  the 
Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Public  Health  Committee  for  their  co-operation, and 
to  the  Sanitary  Inspector,  to  the  Seirveyor,  and  to  the  staff  of  my  Depart- 
ment, both  professional  and  clerical,  for  their  able  assistance  to  me  duning 
the  year.

Annual  Report  of  the  Sanitary  Inspector  for  the  year 
ended  31st.  December,  1950. 


To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Urban  District  Council. 

Mr. Chairman,  Mrs  Dodsworth,  Mrs  Parker  and  Gentlemen, 

I beg  to  place  before  you  my  Seventh  Annual  Report, 
in  which  is  ^iven  a brief  review  of  the  work  of  my  Department 
and  the  sanitary  conditions  obtaining  in  your  district  during 
the  year  1950. 

HOUSING 

The  housing  of  the  people  continues  to  be  an  outstanding 
national  problem,  and  one  of  particular  importance  in  your  district. 
It  can  v/cll  be  divided  into  phases  - firstly  the  need  for  additional 
(and  therefore  new)  houses  to  alleviate  general  overcrowding,  and 
secondly,  the  need  for  cither  reconstruction  or  demolition  of 
existing  unfit  dwellings. 

In  considering  the  first  a,spGct  of  the  i^roblem,  the  houses 
erected  to  da,tc  have  done  much  to  relieve  the  desperate  conditions 
existing  at  the  end  of  the  war?  nevertheless,  many  more  are  still 
required.  In  the  course  of  its  a,ctivitics  the  Dop<artment  finds 
many  cases  of  overcrowding  - overcrowding  based  on  Housing  Act 
strndards  - but,  in  addition  inspections  reveal  vast  numbers  of 
houses  occupied  by  more  than  one  fpjnily.  This  sharing  of  dwellings 
calls  for  grea-t  tolerance  ajnongst  the  occupants,  even  when  of  the 
same  frjnily,  .and  c,an  only  be  endured  fOr  so  long.  Every  possible 
endea,vour  must  be  made  to  produce  new^  houses  in  number  and  so 
eliminate  this  dual  occup.ation.  With  this  in  mind  it  is  disappointing 
to  record  that  in  1950  only  thirty- two  nev/  houses  v^ere  built,  but 
this  reduced  r.atc  of  building  is  undoubtedly  due  to  the  difficulty 
in  securing  sites,  <a  difficulty  accentua-'^cd  by  mining  opera,tions. 

Your  Housing  Development  Coimnittee  pursu6d  to  good  purpose  its 
researches  throughout  the  year,  and  a,s  a result  we  ma.y  now  look 
forward  to  large  scale  building  operations  on  sites  in  the  Airedale 
a,nd  Pryston  areas. 

With  so  a,cute  a.  need  for  additional  houses,  it  can  v/ell 
be  that  the  problems  of  existing  houses  are  oveilooked,  or 
underestima-ted.  Whilst  the  sharing  of  dwellings  can  become  an 
intoleia.ble  burden  upon  the  occupiers  concerned,  it  is  not  of 
necessity  v/orse  tha,n  the  effects  of  an  unfit  liouse,  even  when 
occupied  by  only  one  fajiiily.  Inspections  have  r.-vealed  many 
houses  to  be  now  in  sta.te  of  unfitness  or  bordering  thereon, 
and  in  my  opinion  the  time  has  arrived  when  serious  thought 
must  be  given  to  the  future  of  such  houses. 

It  will  be  rccaJ.led  tha.t  in  the  past  three  or  four  years 
the  Department  has  surveyed  the  existing  housing  of  the  district, 
a,nd  during  the  year  1950  the  Hea.lth  Committee  considered,  p.t  some 
length,  my  report  on  this  survey.  The  report  divided  the  unfit 
dv/ellings  into  two  groups,  those  included  in  areas  considered  to  bo 
unfit  by  virtue  of  the  conditions  of  both  the  area  and  the  dwellings 
therein,  and  secondly  those  houses  considered  to  be  unfit  by  their 
own  sta.te  and  condition.  The  arca.s  were  a:,ga,in  divided  into  two,  those 
recommended  for  clearance  only,  and  those  recoEmended  for  cleavrarce 
and  redevelopment.  In  this  latter  connection  the  follov^^ing  points 
had  great  bearing  on  the  recommendations,  (aj  whilst  the  areas 
are  considered  in  their  present  sta.te  to  be  unsatisfactory  and  the 
dv/ellings  therein  to  be  not  fit,  the  area,  a.s  such  contains  prepared 
roads,  sewers,  v/ater  rmains,  ga.s  and  electricity  supplies,  essential 
services  which  today  ca.ll  for  high  ca„pital  expenditure  on  new  housing 
sites,  expenditure  which  would  occur  only  in  part  if  the  area  were

clGared  and  redeveloped,  and  (b)  the  uprooting  of  popula,tion 
and  transference  to  the  outer  fringe  of  the  district  is  not 
a-lways  desired  by  the  persons  affected.  Several  of  the  areas 
reported  upon  a,ppear  to  lend  themselves  to  redevelopment,  and 
this  is  strongly  recommended. 


The  individual  houses  were  considered  an  an  attempt 
made  to  assess  the  degree  of  unfitness  and  thus  give  some  form 
of  priority.  Eventually  the  houses  were  divided  into  five  groups, 
each  group  being  given  can  index  letter  (A  to  S),  which  would  in 
turn  denote  the  order  of  priority.  The  following  is  a summary 
shov7ing  the  areas  recommended  and  the  number  of  houses  affcctcdi-

In  addition  to  the  foregoing  two  special  areas  were  reported 
upon  without  specific  recomincndations  being  made,  this  being  due 
to  the  bearing  the  Town  and  Country  Planning  Act  must  have  on  the 
future  of  the  areas.  The  arctas  concerned  would  include  a further 
1000  houses. 

In  prcp,aring  the  rc.,-ort  it  was  appreciated  that  the  time 
was  inopportune  for  emb.arking  on  large  scale  progrrmimes  of  demolition. 
Nevertheless  it  was  felt  that  the  information  cont-ained  therein 
could  form  the  bp.sis  of  future  planning,  p.nd  also  that  a,  commencement 
might  be  imadc  upon  some  part  of  the  rccomiicndations. 


7^hilst  an  attempt  was  made,  through  this  survey  and  report  to 
secure  an  overall  picture  of  the  housing  situation,  da,y  to  day 
activities  secured  much  in  the  wp,y  of  rep<?mr  an-.l  ripmntGnp.nce . 

Bne  to  the  war  years  cand  to  rising  costs  repp.irs  amid  rcplp.cements 
hp.ve  in  the  /main  been  limited  only  to  the  cssenticals,  and  it  is 
often  with  difficulty  thp,t  owners  are  induced  to  unde.. take  major 
works.  Nevertheless  much  has  been  achieved  in  the  past  year  by  w<ay 
of  repair,  but  in  adv.ition  some  properties  have  been  found  to  be 
not  worth  the  cost  of  repair  raid  accordingly  several  demolitions 
hp,vc  0 c curre  d . 


Ignoring  the  unfit  houses  there  still  exist  mp,ny  dwellings 
of  a standp.rd  lower  than  seems  reasonable,  and  to  these  the 
provisions  of  the  Housing  Act,  1949 > could  well  be  applied,  but 
p.gain  progress  is  retarded  by  finance. 
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^ Experience  gn,inGd  in  the  post  war  years  cannot  but  indicate 
that  the  tine  is  now  overdue  when  conditions  of  rentals  should 
be  revised.  Whilst  one  can  visualise  the  chaotic  conditions  th.at 
would  arise  if  controls  were  renoved,  one  c-^n  also  .appreciate  the 
need  for  an  increase  in  rents  to  ineet  the  increased  cost  of 
maintenance.  It  cannot  be  believed  that  a conpromise  is  impossible. 
I append  for  members  a tabulated  report  on  the  activities  coming 
under  the  heading  of  housing  re pair: -

In  my  last  report  I made  reference  to  our  efforts  in  the 
field  of  food  hygiene,  efforts  which  were  continued  vigorously 
during  1950.  They  keynote  of  food  hygiene  is  personal  cleanliness, 
and  this  is  only  possible  if  the  facilities  are  available.  The 
survey  made  in  1949  revealed  the  absence  of  proper  washing 
arrangements  in  many  shops,  and  strong  efforts  have  been  made  to 
secure  the  provision  of  washbasins,  equipped  with  hot  and  cold 
water,  soap  and  towel  supplies  and  sited  at  such  points  as  to 
encourage  full  usage.  Despite  these  provisions  many  food  handlers 
f.ail  to  appreciate  the  requirements  plp.ced  upon  them,  and  also 
their  individual  responsibility  to  the  consigner,  consequently 
full  success  is  not  achieved.  It  is  hoped,  however,  tha.t  with 
the  passage  of  time  .and  the  incre.asing  v/eight  of  publicity,  a, 
full  .and  proper  understanding  of  the  importance  of  clca,nlinoss 
v/ill  secure  the  desired  results* 
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In  addition  to  washing  facilities y attention  was 
also  directed  to  the  possible  contamination  of  vulnerable 
food-stuffs , when  exliibited  for  sale  and  our  efforts  are 
now  being  directed  to  securing  that  the  commodities  sha.ll 
be  displayed  in  a manner  which  will  not  expose  them  to 
contajiiina,tion  of  any  form.  The  provision  of  proper  display 
coimters  is  a,  ina.tter  ca.lling  for  the  serious  consideration 
of  all  treadersy  some  of  v/hom  have  already  procured  display 
equipment  of  improved  design. 


One  aspect  of  the  trade  which  still  ca.lls  for  serious 
consideration  is  the  outdoor  trader  who,  with  his  cart  or  van 
has  a long  time  been  established  a.s  a member  of  the  food 
industry,  but  v/hose  numbers  have  la,tcly  materially  incrca,sed. 

Sale  out  of  doors  of  vegetables  and  fruits  should  not  offer  a 
serious  problem,  bp.t  meat,  fish  and  flour  confectionary  call 
for  a much  grcr.tcr  degree  of  protection.  It  has  been  noted 
that  our  larger  trr.ders  are  now  using  mobile  shops  of  improved 
design,  but  not  all  contain  washing  facilities  for  the  staff. 

The  cost  of  providing  vans  with  proper  coverings  and  essential 
facilities  must  prove  a serious  problem  to  small  traders,  but 
the  open  cart  or  barrow  Ccan  no  longer  be  accepted  as  satisfs-ctory , 
and  the  time  C0.nnot  be  fa.r  removed  when  such  equipment  is  no 
longer  seen  on  our  streets. 


luring  the  - yerar  close  a,ttention  ha.s  been  pe,id  to  the 
sale  of  ice  cream  a.nd  milk,  details  of  which  n,ppea,r  in  later 
para,graphs . 

As  in  previous  years,  the  inspection  of  animcals 
sla,uglitered  for  human  consumption  was  carried  out  in  full, 
details  of  the  work  being  later  appended.  In  this  connection 
I can  only  stress,  once  again,  the  need  for  a larger  a,nd  better 
equipped  a,ba.ttoir.  It  is  now  eleven  yca,rs  since  Central  Government 
a-sseuned  control  of  slp.ughter,  a,nd  whilst  the  organising  of 
collection  and  killing  has  produced  many  benefits,  the  present 
system  leaves  much  to  be  desired.  The  inspection  of  .all  carccases 
is  made  mr-ch  more  possible,  but  killing  is  admittedly  ta,king 
place  in  premises  inadequate  for  the  purpose.  I am  sa.tisfied 
that  not  only  might  local  authorities  be  empowered  to  build 
new  abattoirs  suit.able  for  loc<al  needs,  but  might  also  ha.ve 
delegated  to  them  both  the  control  of  the  premises  and  the 
slaughtering  c.arricd  on  therein.  The  whole  to  the  radvajitragc  of  the 
public . 


As  in  previous  years,  che  routine  duties  carried  out 
by  the  Department  included  observations  on  the  chemical 
composition  and  qua,lity  of  both  milk  and  other  foods.  Deta.ils 
of  the  s.amples  taken  under  the  provisions  of  the  Pood  .and  -rugs 
Act,  1938,  are  Ip.tcr  a,pp6nded. 

MILK  SUPPLY. 


It  will  be  recalled  tlip.t  during  the  year  1949?  the 
supervision  of  milk  production  passed  from  locral  to  central 
government,  consequently  the  activities  of  the  Department  were 
confined  to  the  sale  of  the  product. 

Early  in  the  year  a,  meeting  wa,s  held  with  the  loca,l 
dp.irymen  to  discuss  the  requirements  of  the  Milk  and  Da.iries 
Order,  and  as  a result  many  improvements  were  secured  in  the 
handling  0,nd  selling  of  milk.  It  can  be  virtup.lly  said  that  the 
year  1950  sav/  tne  end  of  the  hand  can  cand  the  s.ale  of  loose  milk. 
Purthcim.'iore , the  conveyances  used  for  retcailing  milk  showed 
steady  improvement  in  screening,  clesnliness  .and  general 
construction.  At  the  end  of  the  year  there  were  only  two  dcp,lcrs 
left  on  the  register  selling  rav/  milk.  Probably  by  the  end  of  the 
current  year  they  too  will  ha.ve  cha,ngcd  to  he  .at- treated  supplies. 
Despite  the  f.act  that  so  much  of  our  supply  is  heat-treated,  .samplin 
was  carried  out  regularly  throughout  the  yea,r,  ,and  details  of  the 
work  are  n,pp ended.  c-

Manorcroft 
Dairies,  Dev/sbury,  and  their  associate  company,  Express  D.airies, 
Shc-ffied,  still  supply  a number  of  retailers  v/ith  bottled 
p.asteurised  and  Tuberculin  Tested  (Pasteurised)  milk.

The  siApervision  of  icG-cr>:p^G.  supplies  wr.s  ngG-in  to  the 
forefront  in  the  Lepurtnont ' s activities,  pnrticulnrly  during 
the  su'.reer  nonths.  In  my  previous  report  I referred  to  the 
unsntisfrictory  condition  of  nnny  of  the  vehicles  operating  in  the 
district,  nnd  also  to  the  indifferent  standard  of  cleanliness 
of  some  vendors  and  tliCir  employees.  Pcarticular  attention  wo.s 
po.id  to  this  aspect  of  the  tro.dc  anr?.  some  progress  made.  A number 
of  vans  were  equipped  with  washbasins  a,nd  hot  water,  whilst 
these  facilities  were  promised  for  many  more.  At  the  tine  of 
writing  tixis  report,  the  endeavour  pursued  in  1950  is  coming 
to  fruition.  It  is  apparent  that  the  trade  itself  realises 
that  st.andards  :)f  both  cleanliness  cind  chemical  composition 
must  be  rrmsed  and  smipling  carried  out  during  the  ye,ar  shows 
m.arked  improvement  in  this  direction. 
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Ice  cream  is  becoming  increasingly  popular  with  the 
general  public ^ and  having  in  mind  the  vulnerability  of  the 
coiiLiiodity , every  effort  must  be  made  to  ensure  the  continuance 
and  improvement  of  present  standards.

The  v/a,ter  supply  of  the  district  was  -again  ni,ainly 
drawn  fron  the  V/akefield  -and  Pontefract  Corporations j with  a 
sn  11  quanitity  fron  Leeds.  The  Wakefield  supply j which  is  quite 
soft  in  quality,  is  n-ainly  fed  direct  to  the  houses  via  the 
service  mains,  where-as  the  Pontefract  supply,  which  is  very  hard, 
is  delivered  into  reservoirs  inside  the  district  and  thence  to 
service  mains.  The  Leeds  supply,  which  is  only  used  intermittently 
feeds  directly  into  the  service  m-ains  in  the  Lock  Lane  a,roa.  The 
reservoirs  in  use  during  the  ye.ar  under  review,  consisted  of  one 
covered  concrete  reservoir  and  one  high  level  steel  one  in  the 
Rodhill  Housing  Depot  ya.rd,  together  with  the  older  brick  open 
reservoir  at  the  top  of  HccMiill. 
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During  the  ycp.p  clilorinp,tion  was  cp^rriccl  on  full  time 
p.t  the  open  reservoir  and  for  most  of  the  time  at  the  inlet 
of  the  other  tv/o  reservoirs.  This  gave  rise  to  ra  nu-aber  of 
complaints  regarding  the  residual  t.aste,  and  towcards  the  end 
of  the  ycFir,  v/hen  it  w,as  felt  s<afe  to  do  so,  the  chlorination 
of  the  Aireda,le  reservoirs  Wcas  discontinued.  Very  extensive 
sampling  was  mp-intained  throughout  the  yea,r  and  in  all  some 
516  spjiiples  were  tp.ken.

illhO CPHLxdl C POLLUTIOH . 

I'here  is  little  new  that  I can  find  to  say  of  this  section 
of  the  work.  V/hilst  the  fuel  situation  foms  such  a,n  acute 
national  problem  there  can  be  little  hope  of  progress.  The 
industrial  chimneys  in  and  around  the  'district  continue  to 
give  off  soicke  e.nissions  of  varying  densities?  a,nd  as  in  previous 
years,  ehe  worst  offenders  were  noted  to  be  the  various  collieries. 
The  sno-ller  industries  fluctuate,  the  fluctu"tions  being  caused 
in  the  main  by  the  variations  in  the  fuel  supplies,  although 
inefficient  methods  in  the  boiler  house  often  contribute  to  the 
cause  of  smoke  emission.  Cne  cannot  but  feel  that  operating 
stokers  should  be  properly  trcained  for  the  work,  and  licensed 
on  the  some  brasis  as  slaughtermen.  The  employment  of  incompetent 
men  is  both  uneconomic  amd  unsatisfactory. 

In  this  a.rea  there  is  little  improvement  in  the  emissions 
from  domestic  chimneys,  \7hilst  fuel  shortages  have  ca.used  many 
nouseholders  to  instal  electric  and  gas  heaters,  and  to  purchase 
special  _^rates  for  the  combustion  of  coke  a,nd  non-bituminous 
X'j.els,  the  nruaber  in  this  district  is  only  a small  proportion 
Gf  oiir  population.

of  C00.1  at  noninai  coot,,  t-^oi-e  is  no  likelihood  of  other 
nethods  becoLiing  popular. 

Although  the  majority  of  people  demand  a cleouier 
atmosphere,  very  few  arc  prepared  to  take  practical  steps 
to  secure  it.  Until  the  housev^^ife  makes  a change  of  heart, 
I pm  afraid  our  soot  deposit  figure  ’will  remain  high.

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^‘rivers  are  watercourses. 

Eu^riiig  the  year  the  Department  has  been  called  upon  to 
inspect  several  watercourses  affected  by  flooding.  It  would 
appeair  that  Colliery  subsidence  has  affected  several  of  the 
main  water-courses  of  the  town  in  such  a manner  as  to  impede 
the  natural  flow  of  v/ater,  and  as  a result  permanent  flooding 
1ms  occurred  in  certain  areals,  whilst  others  are  affected  very 
quickly  in  storm  time.  In  addition  to  land  movement ^ some  wa,ter- 
courses  appear  to  be  affected  by  a deposit  v/ashed  down  from 
colliery  s_cil-banks.  The  problem  is  stoa.dily  v/orsening  and 
calls  for  s:rious  cactioiij  for  unless  remedial  works  care  carried 
out,  the  residents  of  some  .areas  must  continue  to  live  in  the 
fev.T  of  hCcavy  rainf<alls  and  consequent  floodings. 

The  river  continues  to  receive  w.aste  w.ater  from  sever<al 
industri.al  undertakings,  none  of  which  give  Ccausc  for  compla,int. 

DICINRECTIQf  ARP  LISIIMRESTATIOK^. 

The  Le^mrtnient  ho-s  continued  to  c.arry  out  disinfection  of 
premises  after  c;asos  of  notifiable  disea-ses  .and  also  .after  deaths 
or  removal  of  pulmonary  c.asos  of  Tuberculosis.  In  .all  some  97 
cases  v/ere  de.alt  with,  the  houses  by  spr.aying  .and  fumig.ation, 
bedding,  etc.  by  steam  treatment.  In  this  l<atter  connection 
the  plant  .ad  Cinder  L.ane  has  operated  throughout  the  ye.ar, 
the  boiler  continuing  to  give  good  economic  service. 

Premises  infested  with  vermin  continue  to  receive  .all 
ne cess. ary  .attention.  The  tr.actise  of  spraying  v/ith  a D.D.T/ 

Pyre  thrum  Solution  h.as  been  continued  successfully,  .and  even 
the  worst  ipxf e st.ations  arc  cleared  satisf .actorily  .after  .a  repe.at 
tre.atment.  All  Council  houses  found  to  be  infested  arc  so  treated 
.and  priv.atcly  owned  houses  by  .arr.angcmeno  with  the  occupier,  r,nd 
in  each  c.ase  .a  charge  of  one  po'ond  is  m.ade  ipon  the  person 
responsible . 

The  Council  have  m.aint.ained  the  policy  of  insisting  on 
the  disinf c st.ation  of  .all  furnitore  of  ingoing  tenants  to 
Council  houses,  but  during  the  yaar  .a  ch.ange  of  method  h.as 
occurred.  In  my  l.ast  Report  I referred  to  the  process  of  rvimoving 
furniture  in  a l.arge  v.an  lo.ancd  by  -ghc  Ministry  of  Works,  to  p. 
disinfes tati '.n  centre  .at  Cinder  L.an^j  and  thae  .as  this  van  h.ad 
been  recalled '-a  converted  refuse  coliGctor  h.ad  been  substituted 
giving  rise  to  compl.aints.  As  this  aversion  grew,  the  method  was 
reviewed  and  a report  presented  to  the  Public  Re.alth  Conmiiteee, 
as  a result  of  wiiich  a new  procedure  wps  .adopted  for  a tri.al 
period  of,  six  xmonths.  Under  the  araended  sob^'-me  ingoing 
tcnranl  w.as  permitted  to  remove  his  furniture  into  his  nevj  house 
‘.and  ccnccntratc  is  in  one  room.  The  Department  then  carried 
out  dis  info  st.ation  of  the  room  and  conterts  b spraying  .and 
fumigation,  a.:id  in  .addition,  spr.aycd  .all  other  rooiia  with  D.D.T./ 
PyiTtlrum  Solution,  giving  a residual  effect  of  several  months. 

On  experiment  the  method  proved  most  successful  and  has  now 
beceme  the  accepted  procedure. 

During  the  ycp/r,  .assistance  w.as  given  to  occupiers  of 
premises  affected  by  bdetlcs  .and  cockroaches,  -mid  in  these 
c.asos  the  usu.al  spr.aying  methods  were  .augmented  by  the  use 
of  G-.'-'mmcx.anc-  powder.  One  industri.al  concern  h.as  its  premises 
treated  pcricdic.ally  with  Hydrocyanic  Acid  Gas,  Weis  bcin^ 
dome  by  contr.actors  expert  in  the  v/ork,  but  on  c.ach  occ.asion 
the  Department  w.as  notified  .and  took  conlirm.atory  samples  of 
foodstuffs  after  treatment. 
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DRAINAGE,  SE^VERAGE  MD  G/u^ITaHY  /iLTERATIQNS.  " 

This  report  reveals  each  year  zhe  state  of  the  sanitary 
acoonoo Ration  in  the  district  and  it  v/ill  be  appreci-ated  that 
there  still  reinains  a number  of  slop  closets  and  privy  middens. 
Duri.ig  the  year  several  v/ere  either  converted  or  abolished, 
and  it  is  hoped  to  materially  reduce  their  numbers  in  the 
n-:ar  future.  In  all  instp.nces  the  work  v\^as  carried  out  by 
owners  themselves  and  grants  made  by  the  local  authority 
on  the  follo'wing  terms  s- 

(a)  Upon  submission  of  three  competitive 
tenders,  one  half  of  the  lowest  tender.

THEATRES  AND  CINEMAS 

The  residents  of  the  town  cand  surrounding  districts 
continue  to  be  served  by  6 cineiiias  and  one  the'-'tre,  all  of  vAiich 
are  inspected  from  tine  to  time.  All  are  v/ell  m.aintained  and 
no  cause  for  complaint  was  found  during  the  year. 

COM  .ON  LQEGINC  HOUSES. 

The  two  Conmion  Lodging  Houses  existing  in  the  district 
wore  visited  regularly  during  the  year.  They  were  found  at  ,all 
times  to  be  in  a satisfactory  condition  and  to  be  v/cll  managed. 

Both  houses  cater  for  men  only,  the  residents  appe.aring 
to  be  of  an  almost  permanent  character,  and  this  feature  draws 
attention  to  lack  of  lodging  accoiimio .Nation  for  single  men.  I have, 
on  several  occasions,  commented  on  the  apparent  need  for 
accoimao Nation  for  both  men  and  women,  a need  which  might  well 
be  met  by  municipally  controlled  lodgings. 

STQRACE  OF  PET.:iOL  /aTL  C.MBILE  OF  CALCIUTi. 

During  the  year  the  normal  inspections  and  supervision 
of  premises  storing  these  products  v^cre  carried  out  and  it  was 
noted  eh.at  there  was  a growing  tendency  to  store  cellulose  paints 
and  similar  products,  not  alv/ays  in  conformity  with  the  Act. 

It  would  seem  that  users  of  small  q_upjitities  are  unaware 
of  the  req_rirements  of  the  i.et  and  this  gives  rise  to  illegal 
storage . 

During  the  year  58  licences  were  issued  autiiorising 
the  storage  of  476,132  g.oMlons  of  petrol,  21,700  .;allonsv-of 
petroleum  mixtures,  and  200  lbs  of  Ccarbide. 

RAT 3 AND  MICE  DESTRUCTION. 

During  the  year  under  review  the  Prevention  of  Damage  by 
Pests  :1c t,  1949,  ci->xie  into  force  and  operated  from  the  3l3t. 

March, 1950 . 

The  nev/  Act  repealed  the  Rats  and  Mice  Destruction 
Act,  of  1919  and  the  v/artime  Infest  tion  Order,  and  though 
in  the  main  it  re-e.nactcd  the  provisions  of  th-at  legalisation 
it  introduced  new  measures  which  gc.vc  greater  powers  and  duties 
to  local  authorities  and  enabled  the  work  of  pest  destruction 
to  be  carried  on  more  rigorously.  The  gene-r.al  provisions  place 
upon  IocpM  authorities  the  duty  of  carrying  out  rcgul.ar  inspections 
of  rail  premises  v/ithin  their  area,,  the  destruction  of  rats  and 
mice  on  their  own  property,  and  the  enforcing  of  the  provisions 
of  the  Act  requiring  the  ov;ners  and  occupiers  of  property  to 
notify  infestations  n,nd  to  keep  their  property  free  from  rodents. 
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It  r^lso  empowers  locml  r.utiiorities  in  cp.ses  where  rnts 
and  mice  arc  found  ""in  substantial  nukbers "a,nd  it  appears 
expedient  tha,t  the  .area,  should  be  tree, ted  p,s  one  unit,  .after 
due  notice  to  enter  the  land  .and  cp,rry  out  the  v/ork  of  destruction, 
in  accord.ance  with  methods  Ip.id  down  by  the  Ministry.

At  the  commencement  of  the  year  only  one  full-time 
rp.t-catcher  wa,s  employed  in  the  Department,  but  when  the  new 
Act  c,piie  into  force  it  was  found  imp)ossible  with  one  oper.p.tive 
to  cp.rry  out  trca.tments  .and  pMso  do  the  regular  inspection 
required  by  the  Act.  In  the  .autumn  therefore  with  the  seasonp,! 
incre.ase  in  the  r.at  population,  it  w.as  found  necessary  to  put 
the  reserve  trained  operative  on  to  full-time  work  on  rodent 
control.  It  v/as  then  possible  to  cr.rry  out  regulp,r  inspections 
and  it  w.as  observed  th.at  a grc.ater  nuhber  of  infest.*' tions  were 
being  found,  in  p.articular  in  the  numerous  .allotment  g.ardens 
throughout  the  district.  The  main  sites  of  infestation  still 
occur  .at  'che  scw.age  works,  the  tv/o  iiarine  Stores  in  the  district, 
and  the  refuse  tix:  .and  allotments  gardens  vAiich  are  .adj.acent 
to  the  river.  These  premises  were  treated  frequ  ’"ly  during 
the  ye.ar  p.nd  completely  cle.are-d  of  r.ats  only  to  x-nd  a few  months 
later  th.at  another  infl-ux  h.ad  occurred  .and  re-tre.atment  v/as 
necessary.  One  other  very  persistent  case  occurred  at  <a  c.afe  in 
the  town,  .and  it  ?/as  o.nly  after  a number  of  treatments  pjrid  the 
cxcavp,tion  and  se.aling  off  of  some  old  drpmn.age  that  the  premises 
were  cle.ared. 


The  usual  lO'/o  test  baiting  of  sewers  w<?,s  carried  out 
in  June  when  140  manholes  were  b.aited.  Only  3 m.anholes  were 
found  to  be  infested  involving  4 s?.iall  area,s  of  the  town. 

During  the  subsequent  m.aintcnance  tre.atment  some  32  manholes 
were  b.aited  .and  onl^r  5 of  these  gave  positive  takes.  It  is 
givc.iirying  to  find  th.at  the  infest.ation  of  sewers  has  been 
reduced  to  such  a de;'ree  .and  eni^ha-sises  the  value  of  the  regulp.r 
treatments  of  the  sewers.

'•^hey  arc  locPvtcd  nainly  in  three  r.rcp.s  and  unfortunately 
the  majority  have  been  in  the  district  for  a number  of  years. 

Their  presence  is  a serious  problem  p,nd  noiamally  one  ¥/ould  not 
hesitate  to  seek  their  abolition,  but  demolition  or  removal 
without  p.ltcrnative  housing  accommo .'Nation  would,  entpml  ^preat 
luardship  on  'che  occupiers,  ilaviii.p  regard  to  the  p,cutc  housing 
shorta::5C,  I pjii  compelled  to  the  viev/  that  the  time  is  not 
opportune  for  .action,  neverkheless  hoping  th ■ t circumstances 
will  one  day  permit  of  general  demolition.' 

G'hilst  conditions  demand  the  r^itention  of  existing 
van  dv/ellings,  there  can  be  no  justification  for  accepting 
p,ny  increase  in  their  numbers,  p,nd  every  endea,vour  was  made 
to  prevent  the  influx  of  now  vans.  From  time  to  time  moveable 
v.ans  do  appear  upon  unlicensed  sites,  sites  which  pxe  invariably 
unsuita,blG  of  themselves  <and  without  proper  f.acilities,  .and  action 
is  tn,ken  to  secure  their  removal.  GcnerrdLly  a warning  letter 
secures  the  desired  result,  but  during  the  year  one  flagrp.nt 
brcp.ch  of  the  hot  occurred,  when  tv70  vans  took  up  occupation 
of  p.n  unlicensed  (p,n.''.  most  unsuitcable)  site.  Vdarning  letters 
to  both  the  occupiers  of  the  vans  -and  the  owner  of  the  Ipjid 
fp.iled  to  secure  results,  p.nd  evGntup,lly  proceedings  were 
undert-aken  at  the  local  Court  of  Summary  Jurisdiction.  Here 
the  O’wner  and  occupiers  were  fined  £3  ep.ch,  together  v/ith  p. 
dp.ily  pcnp.lty  in  event  of  non-removp.l . This  p.ction  secured 
clep,rancc  of  the  site. 

As  in  former  years  travelling  showimen  used  sites  in 
the  to'wn  as  v/inter  q_uartcrs,  in  addition  to  visiting  for  the 
scas'np-1  fairs.  The  vans  were  generally  well  maintpmncd  and 
the  sites  well  kept. 
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SHOPS  ANP  FOOD  PRELIISHS. 


During  the  year  the  survey  cormnenced  in  1949  was 
continued.  Initial  visits  were  made  with  a view  to  ascertaining 
existing  conditions,  these  were  later  followed  up  at  premises 
where  alterations  were  required.  Many  routine  visits  were  paid 
to  premises  calling  for  special  attention,  particularly  having 
regard  to  the  requirements  of  the  Pood  Handling  Byelaws. 

As  a result  of  this  work,  many  improvements  v/ere  secured, 
mainly  by  informal  action.  The  response  and  co-operation  of 
our  traders  is  most  grp.tifying,  n,nd  in  fact  most  of  the 
difficulties  arose  from  shortage  in  supply  of  materials 
and  equipment  required,  particularly  hot  v/ater  p.ppliances. 

Our  efforts  in  this  field,  continue .

It  will  be  rccpHled  thcat  during  the  yep.r  there  c.ame  into 
force  on  1st. October  the  provisions  of  the  Shops  Act, 1950, 
which  consolidated  on  previous  legislation  . The  provisions 
relating  to  Hours  of  Closing,  previously  contp.inod  in  the  Act 
of  1928  as  mnended  by  Defence  Regulation  60  AB,  were  repeated 
in  the  now  Act,  and  cagcain  apply  to  early  hours  of  closing 
during  the  winter  months.  The  whole  district  was  inspected  from 
time  to  time  and  reasonable  compliance  Wcas  maintained  without 
prosecution. 


T O;^  FOR  RAOS. 

A feature  worthy  of  inclusion  in  this  report  wp,s  the 
sudden  return  of  .activities  in  contrn,vention  of  Section  154 
of  the  Public  Health  -^ct,  1936,  involving  de,alings  byor.ag 
collecto.rs  with  school  children. 


Undoubtedly  the  enormous  rise  in  values  of  textiles, 
particul.arly  woollens,  produced  .an  incrc.ase  in  the  nuiabcr  of 
collectors,  who  resort  to  the  uns.atisf.actory  but  lucrp,tive 
practise  of  visiting  different  towns  .and  seeking  the  support 
of  school  children.  Their  invarip,blc  custom  is  to  st.ation  them- 
selves outside  school  premises  at  leaving  times,  .after  v/hich  a 
short  period  of  intensive  dc.aling  takes  pl.ace  follov\^ing  the 
issuing  of  h.andbills. 
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It  is  thus  (■'.iificult  to  be  cognisunt  of  th&  trading 
but  regular  observrations  were  nialG  and  as  a result  four 
offenders  were  brought  before  the  local,  court  and  fined 
varying  -mounts.  The  maxiniuin  fine  of  £5  is  hov/ever  but 
little  detciTient  to  persons  reaping  enormous  profits 
from  this  trade. 

I-hDEPIhG  OF  /ITIMhLS. 

During  the  year  one  case  of  serious  nuisa^nce  arising 
from  the  Iieeping  of  pigs  nCcar  to  dwelling  houses  was  dealt 
with.  Pollowin  ; infori:ial  action  it  was  found  necessary 
to  issue  no  ices  under  Section  92/3  of  the  Public  health 
Act j 1936  and  Irfcer  to  institute  proceedings  for  the  adOcatement 
of  the  nuisance.  An  order  Wcas  made  for  the  discontinuajice 
of  the  use  of  premises  and  this  v/as  complied  with.

PUBLIC  CDDADSING 

As  in  foriier  years  this  section  of  the  report  covers  the 
work  of  refuse  collection  and  ’.isposal,  street  cleansing  and 
public  conveniences 5 and  all  figures  refer  to  the  financi.al 
yean  ended  31st .Manch, 1951 « 

Once  again  I would  sa.y  thaPe  the  service  5 without  being 
spectacular,  is  nevertheless  one  of  the  founda^tions  of 
public  health  and  vitaD  to  the  well  being  of  the  people. 

It  is  a.  service  which  must  be  iDcrformed  every  week  of  the 
year,  an  a minimui:i  requirement  vmich  must  be  fulfilled  and 
consequently  calls  for  a proportionapeely  high  expenditure 
of  rate  fund. 

DDDUSL  COLL'^CTION  ADD  DISPQ3AL. 

I'he  collection  and  disposal  of  domestic  refuse  a.gain 
proved  the  ma.jor  tank.  7/ith  the  continuing  multiple  occupa.tion 
of  dwelling-houses,  plus  the  liberal  supplies  of  coal  to  mine 
v/orkers,  the  quantity  of  refuse  to  be  removed  proved  high, 
d’eekly  collection  was  essentia.!  an.l  even  this  is  insufficient 
luring  the  winter  months,  when  the  oriina.ry  cu.ft.  anhbin 
proves  hopelessly  inadequate  for  the  needs  of  one  household. 
'The  character  of  the  town's  refuse  c ntinues  to  be 
predominantly  anh  or  coal  residue,  lut  paper  and  kitchen 
waste  is  to  be  found  in  quantity,  and  despite  a.ll  our  efforts 
in  the  fiel.l  of  sa.lva.ge , only  mea.gre  support  is  forthcoming 
from  householders.  If  full  co-operation  could  be  achieved 
and  waste  paper  and  cardboa.rd  kept  in  separate  containers, 
our  output  of  this  commodity  could  be  doubled.  The  economic 
condition  os  the  country  demands  the  full  support  of  everyone 
in  this  direction  and  the  response  to  our  appeals  is  most 
disa.ppoint ing.  Despite  this  apa.thotic  outlook,  the  Department 
collected  358  tons  of  wa.ste  paper  valued  a,t  £2510 
and  s Iva.ge  on  tbe  whole  showed  a.  sligdit  profit. 
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The  fr,ct  that  this  latter  vYa,s  so  lov;  was  entirely  due 
to  losses  on  the  collection  of  kitchen  v/aste.  As  the  Council 
are  still  acting  under  direction,  p,  systen  of  coniirunal  bins 
Y^as  naintained  and  rc.._;ular  collections  made  thercfroiii  and  also 
from  canteens,  cafes  , shops,  etc. 

In  an  area  where  the  keeping  of  pigs  and  ,.oultry  borders 
on  the  prolific,  ono  nust  expect  conpetition,  cand  as  this  latter 
invaria.bly  includes  illega.l  collections  cas  a whole  and  direct 
thefts  fron  the  coniauncal  bins,  the  system  naturrally  proved 
uneconomic.  In  reply  to  appeals  the  Ministry  agreed  to  the 
Department  transferring  collections  to  .an  rauthorised  agent, 
and  this  has  no'w  eliminated  a source  of  financir.l  loss, 
dlevcr thelcss  the  position  must  be  considered  unsatisfactory* 

I aj.i  s.atisf-^od  that  the  time  is  long  overdue  when  the  direction 
should  be  lifted  and  local  authorities  given  freedom  of  action. 

In  rmany  arccas  collection  of  kitchen  waste  ca.n  be  a,  profit<able 
cadjunct,  but  in  districts  having  a livestock  population  as 
proportionately  large  as  this,  it  must  prove  uneconomic. 

There  can  be  no  justifica,tion  for  ra.topayers  of  a district 
subsidising  the  cost  of  collecting  kitchen  wa,ste  to  provide 
a,nina,l  feed  for  commercial  stock-keepers,  rmany  of  whom  reside 
outside  the  district. 

The  Department  continues  to  operovte  a 44  hour  week. 

During  the  months  Ma,rch  to  October  these  hours  were  included 
in  a five  d,ay  week,  but  during  the  winter  months  extended  to 
a dn,y  Y/eek.  In  the  summer  months  the  cessation  of  v/ork  on 
Frid.ay  nights  again  proved  r.dvantagcous  to  both  workmen  and 
householders,  v/hilst  in  the  v/intcr  months  the  n.vailability 
of  men  a,nd  vehicles  in  event  of  frost  or  snov/  on  the  sixth 
day  a,gtain  showed  to  advantage.  Vehicles  engaged  on  the  work 
during  the  year  comprised  tv/o  Dennis  Paxit  rear  lo.aders, 
two  Harrier  CK3  side  loaders  and  two  Karrier  Bantams,  together 
v/ith  one  electric  vehicle,  engaged  v/holotimc  on  shop  premises. 
Thepetrol  vehicles  a.re  all  new  or  comparatively  so,  two  being 
brought  into  con  lission  during  the  year,  and  this  materially 
reduced  brea^kdovm  losses. 

Controlled  tipping  continues  to  be  our  principal  method 
of  disposal,  tips  a-gamn  being  naintained  a.t  Three  Lane  Ends, 
Fiedhill  and  Oxford  Street.  At  Three  Lane  Ends  the  surface  soil 
was  removed  from  a.  large  a.rea  of  land,  soon  to  be  raised  in 
level.  This  work  wa.s  ca.rricd  out  by  a bull-dozer  and  scraper, 
hired  for  the  purpose,  the  soil  being  first  used  to  cover  a,n 
a.lrea.dy  tipped  area  to  an  avera.ge  depth  of  1^  ft.  whilst  the 
residue  warn  starked  for  future  covering.  Lliilst  the  initial 
cost  of  this  work  ’proved  high,  I am  sakeisfied  that  the 
preservation  of  the  soil  is  essential.  The  reclammiation  of 
low  lying  land  is  in  the  interests  of  both  the  district  amd 
the  nation,  a.nd  to  bury  good  soil  imder  refuse  would  be 
criminavl.  D^e  Irmd  a.t  Three  Lame  Ends  ca.n,  in  the  future, 
prove  inva.lua.ble  to  either  a.griculture  or  horticulture  or 
even  for  playing  a.reas  for  children  and  a.dolescents . Tipping 
work  had  to  be  suspended  durin^'  the  year  on  account  of  firing 
of  the  tip  and  at  the  year  end  had  not  been  renev/ed. 

i.t  Hedhill  the  work  of  supporting  Aedhill  Itoa.d  continued 
methodically , but  a.s  this  tip  is  essentially  reserved  for  the 
Aircdalo  and  Class  Houghton  arca.s  the  progress  is  not  spectacular. 

At  Oxford  Street  the  quarry  bottom  vaas  covered  to  good 
depth,  with  a good  entrance  provided  from  Crov/thcr  Street. 
Sub-soil  water  continued  to  fill  the  clay  basin  and  at  the 
year  end  v/as  cansing  some  concern.  The  difficulties  were,  however, 
met  in  the  succeeding  year  and  will  be  dealt  with  in  tha.t  report. 
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As  in  previous  yenrs  our  tips  were -visited  by  unauthorised 
persons  who  r-niic  over  the  tipped  einterinl  in  ser.rch  of  sr.lenblc 
articles.  All  possible  steps  were  t-oken  to  suppress  their 
activities,  but  this  seems  an  impossible  to,sk. 

The  destructor  -pave  excellent  service  during  the  yep.r, 
;.icrely  c.alling  for  routine  maintenp^nce , Towards  the  end  of 
the  year  it  was  noted  timat  certain  parts  were  showing  excessive 
wear,  and  the  v/ill  need  a more  thorough  overha.ul  in  the 

next  period. 

The  following  t o.blos  give  de ta.il s of  the  work  Crarried  out 
and  the  costs  incurred.  It  will  be  noted  that  there  has  a^a.in 
been  an  increa,se  in  expenditure.  During  the  year  v/a.ge  rrO.tes 
ajid  vehicle  cha.rges  ^'/ere  increased,  whilst  the  full  effects 
of  the  Acdl'iill  housing  scheme  were  felt  on-. collection. 

VAiilst  ever  new  houses  are  built  and  wa.ges  and  transport 
rates  incrc<ase,  there  cam  be  no  hope  of  reductions  - one  cam 
only  forecast  a.  steady  increase  in  these  tr.bles  of  cost.  Even 
the  introduction  of  more  modern  ami  efficient  vehicles  and 
methods  camnot  keep  p.ace  with  rising  costs.

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STREET  CLEMSING 


Luring  the  year  one  major  change  occurred  in 
operational  methods,  namely  the  putting  into  service 
of  a second  mechanical  sv/eeper.  The  district  has  now 
been  divided  into  tv/o  areas,  one  machine  operating  in 
each,  dealing  principa^lly  with  the  main  roa,ds  where  work 
can  proceed  with  a minimuiri  of  interference.  The  remainder 
of  the  work  is  carried  out  by  hand  sweeping,  ten  men  being 
engaged  wholo-timo  and  two  part-time.  In  the  Aireda,le  district 
the  protracted  nature  of  the  streets  plus  the  a,bscnce  of 
suita.blc  sites  for  storn^ge,  has  n ccss:  fated  some  change 
of  piocedure;  at  the  moment  a.  horse-drawn  cart  opcra.tes 
in  conjunction  v/ith  the  street  orderly,  the  horseman 
assisting  in  sv7ee_^ing  operations,  v/hilst  the  cart  gives 
a,dequate  storage  for  sweepings  during  the  period  of  work, 

In  the  town  centre  the  principle  shop  -ing  streets 
a,rc  swept  Orach  day  prior  to  business  hours,  the  work  being 
camried  out  by  a smahl  gang  assisted  by  the  two  mechanical 
sv/eepers.  At  rhe  conclusion  of  the  work  the  gang  splits  up, 
the  men  taking  over  their  individual  districts,  leaving  one 
man  a,s  to¥/n  orderly,  the  sweepers  each  moving  out  into  their 
own  areas. 

Luring  the  course  of  the  year  there  ham  been  a 
notable  increase  in  the  amount  of  litter  deposited  in  the 
streets.  In  an  attempt  to  improve  the  tidiness  of  our  town 
a large  ntmiber  of  litter  bins  were  er;cted  on  lomp-postsj 
the  majority  were  of  light  construction  md  it  is  regrettable 
to  have  to  report  their  mishandling  and  drmage . After  a 
comparatively  short  period  of  usage  many  'were  withdrawn  for 
repai-r,  but  again  on  re-issue  suffered  r pe.ated  drmage.  If 
in  the  future  our  amenities  are  to  be  pr.:. served,  firm  steps 
must  be  trlzen  to  deal  y/ith  such  hooligan  activities. 

An  equally  unsavoury  comment  must  be  made  concerning 
the  fouling  of  footpaths  by  dogs.  Whilst  the  exercising  of 
domestic  pets  in  r.sidentip.l  are-as  must  calways  be  a problem, 
our  conditions  are  materially  worsened  by  the  v/idespread 

keeping  of  greyhounds.  These  animals  appear  to  require 
extensive  exercise  and  it  is  the  practice  of  walking  these 
animals  both  singly  and  in  groups  which  gives  rise  to  unplcsant 
foulings . 

It  is  hoped  the  recently  adopted  Lyelaws  will  do 
much  to  prevent  the  continuance  of  the  trouble,  ccrtcainly 
strong  action  should  be  taken  with  offending  ov/ners. 

Our  two  gully  emptiers  continue  to  render  excellent 
service,  but  it  h-as  been  noted  that  the  many  crdLls  upon  them 
lead  to  delays  in  dealing  y/ith  street  gullies;  we  may  find 
the  need  to  either  reduce  our  cesspools,  or  increase  the 
nuimb e r of  r.ica ch ine s . 

The  existaiice  .of  cesopools  is  unsatisfactory  and 
the  cleansing  of  them  expensive  and  I would  stress -the  need 
for  se.y/e.r-ing  certain  parts  of  the  area  particularly  Redhill, 
Redhill  Lrive  end  iloly'well  Lane.  Luring  the  year  work  was 
commenced  on  the  Ir.yin^  of  .a.  new  sev/cr  in  Redhill  Avenue  and 
this,  on  completion  should  enable  several  bungaloy/s  to  be 
diverted  from  existing  cesspools  which  in  turn  could  bo 
abolished . 

The  winter  months  y^ere  not  unduly  severe,  gritting 
being  necessary  on  a number  of  occasions,  whilst  snow  removal 
vr  s limited  to  one  short  period  only.
